Required I- or Teachers 

The general setup of the Univer- 
sity's program to train driving in- 
structors is simple Each person 
who qualifies for the state teacher's 
certificate is required to take a 
course in practice teaching. At the 
University, student teachers are re- 
quired to take driver-education. 

The student teachers spends about 
15 hours In classroom instruction 
before taking behind-the-wheel 
training. This time is used for 
learning safety education, develop- 
ing proper driving attitudes, taking 
standardized and psycho-physical 

whole. 8 ** 

Other training Is given In a 
driver-training car. a dual control 
vehicle, in which the future teacher 
is taught proper driving practices. 
Before qualifying as a driving in- 
structor, each student must pass a 
strict road test. 

Summer Course Offered 
Besides the regular course, the 
University offers a 40-hour one- 
week course during the summer. 
Last summer. 30 persons from Ohio. 
Michigan. Georgia and Kentucky- 
took the course. Several of them 
attended the University for taking 
the driver-training. 

Mr. Myers said the cost of initiat- 
ing driver-education in a high 
school is relatively low. In most 
cases, an automobile dealer will fur- 
nish the training car on a contract 
basis in return for advertising 
printed on the side of the auto. In 
many places, the American Auto- 
mobile Association will furnish in- 
surance for the car. leaving the 
school responsible only for the gen- 
eral maintenance and the teacher's 
salary. 

University estimates indicate "the 
average cost is $16 per semester for 
each child taking the course where 
only 20 pupils are m a class."

Despite Rice's upset victory last 
week, Harry Wismer. head sports 
announcer of ABC. will broadcast 
the game over a national hookup— 
the first time any Kentucky football 
contest has been deemed important 
enough nationally. 

Because of Rice's victory. L.S.U s 
win over Rice, and Kentucky's 19-0 
>ame with L.SU .. the Wildcats are 
Riven a slight edge in the contest by 
the bookmakers and a tremendous 
edge by SMU mentor Matty Bell. 

According to Moaning Matty, the 
Mustangs might just as well call off 
practice; all Kenturkv need do is 
a helmet on the field and the 
est champs will give 
up 

Bell further laments his good 
friend Bear Bryant — Navy rhum 
during the war— gathering together 
an unbeatable team, one he says, 
he couldn't hope to b?nt even if his 
Mustangs weren't broken both in 
body and spirit. All of which is as 
meaningless as a politico's platform 



Moaning Matty has undoubtedly 
his greatest team Looking at his 
roster of stars, one thinks, all of 
these and heaven's too. Dick Mc- 
Kissack. Frank Payne. Kyle Rote, 
and glittering Doak Walker form a 
galaxy in the backfield that has 
dazzled the Sguthwcst for several 



linemen, stumbling- 
mutters Matty, are generally 
recognized as being one of the fore- 
most defensive walls in the nation, 
constantly allowing SMU to register 
low scoring victories. 

Since the "Doak dynasty" was 
founded in 1947, the Mustangs have 
galloped over the Southwest plains 
virtually unchecked Till last week, 
when a vastly improved outfit from 
Rice hamstrung Pony boy Walker in 
the first half. SMU packed an un- 
defeated Conference record stretch- 
ed out o/*r two seasons. The only 
other setback since Walker started 
riding range was handed them by j 
Missouri in a non-conference tilt. 

The only way to account for Ken- 
tucky's 10-pomt pregame edge, 
would be m the absence of Waiker 
in the Fony lineup, and reports 1 
varying from flu to broken ribs, are 
being eagerly read by hopeful Wild- ; 
cat fans. However with the Golden 



boy in the saddle, 72,000 State Pair 
visitors would see a nip-and-tuck 
affair all the way. 

From a state which perennially 
develops great things, this Dallas 
boy Doak Walker is the greatest. 
Unanimously selected on the All 
America team the last two years, he 
could make it this year without even 
picking up a football. He's been 
awarded more trophies and plaques 
than he has store room for. 

He passes, kicks, catches passes, 
runs the ball from scrimmage. If 
there is anything else one man can 
do with a football, hell do that too. 

Throughout his college career, he 
has connected on 57.4 percent of all 
his passes, far better than Johnny 
Rauch or Charlie Connerly's rec- 
ords; last season he hit 32 receivers 
in 58 tries for 383 yards. On 62 punts 
he has a good 38.8 yard average. He 
has snagged 26 passes for 449 yards, 
intercepted 10 for 164 yards. In all 
he has scored 220 points, averaged 
5 08 yards on 552 plays from scrim- 
mage. He has been the Key man in 
two great campaigns that wound up 
with a tie and victory In the Cotton 
Bowl. 

Of course, there are other Mus- 
tangs beside Walker. Kyle ttote 
bulldozed his 200 pounds over with 
the deciding touchdown in last year's 
Bowl game. Then there is. the great 
fullback. Dick McKissack. Frank 
Payne operating from the single 
wing and spread formation will pass 
while Walker is busy doing some- 
thing else.
